IN the Territory of Bergamo , Signior M. Ant, Caflagna upon 
the confines of his Jurifclid;ioa , lighted accidently upon a 
not ordinary fweet Balfamick Scent , and following the fame 
fo as to find the Spirits thereof to ftrike his ncfe more and 
more ftrongly, he firft caufed that Rocky Hill, where he then 
was, to be digged in the place that appear'd to him moft likely 
to be the Seat of it, and found, that the Stones thereof har- 
boured that fragrarxy he fmelt , which was fo ftrong, and 
by trials found io friendly to the Vterus , that being applyed 
they did in a very fliort time cure it of any evil, 'tis lubjedtto. 
Encouraged hereby to profecute this work, he made his 
Workmen digg into the very bowels of the Hill , and after 
much labour and charge difcover'd holes in fome ftones , as if 
excavated by art, of a greenifh colour, in which he found, 
as diftilled by nature and kept in veflels , that liquor and ba!- 
fom,which proved the fourceof that fcent, which was limpid 
and of a white colour, like the white of an egg, but (omewhac 
oleaginous, floating upon all forts of liquors like oyl. Befides, 
he met in the fame Gavities fome fraall grains concreted of 
the faid liquor, rcfenabling that which they call white Amber • 
which, being Chymically diftilled , had the fame odour with 
the Balfom. This raifeth the curiofity of many, to know 
what rich Ore may be lodged amongft or under thofe 
ftones. 
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
